Hitherto  the  metal  work  of  drdiuary  driv- 
iuj^  carriages  has  been  wholly  iron,  except

provement  in  some  of  the  results  in  future 
— the  advantage  for  supporting  wear  and 
tear  in  this  case  beiug,  it  is  earned,  equal 
to  that  in  the  cose  of  railroads.
